Member of British Commons Declares 
U. S. Hasn't Been 100 Per Cent in War 


Paris, 
Dec. 
1—(AP)—Three 


American armies beat out hard- 
won gains across churned battle- 
fields today and drew up solid as- 
sault lines along both the Roer 
and Saar, tw'o of the most im- 
portant barriers to the Rhine. 


Lt. G«n. William H. Simpson's 


Ninth Army captured Welz, one 
mile south of Linnich and drew 
a close arc around that town on 
the road to the Rhineland city of 
Munchen Gladbach. as virtually 
the entire army closed up to the 
Roer and its tributary, the Inde, 
on a front of 15 to 2 miles. 
Pa- 


trols stabbed across the narrow, 
but flood-swollen Inde. 


Lt. Gen. George S. Patton's 


Third • Army pressed against the 
west bank of the Saar and the 
Siegfried Line almost solidly along 
a front of 12 to 15 miles. 


Patton's tanks 'plunged forward 


a half mile today in their latest 
gains and reached the Saar bend 
opposite Merzig, after 
clearing 


Hilbringen and Battern. 


Look Into Cannon Mouths' 


The Third Army was drawn up 


close to Merzig on the northwest, 
west and southwest and looking 
into the mouths of . the'Siegfried 
cannon. The Siegfried Line, with 
itsjEorts, hundreds of pillboxes.and 
miles of wire and traps, comes 
down to the river here, and be- 
yond is the .Hunsruck range run- 
ning- northeast between the Mos- 
elle and Nahe valleys toward the 
Rhine and main, cities of Wies- 
baden, Mainz and Frankfurt 


As December came over the 


battlefields, 
the 
Germans were 


poui'ing their final strength into 
the desperate struggle for a win- 
ter line west of the Rhine and 
were losing 3,000 men a day in 
prisoners alone. In dead and dis- 
abled Hitler was sacrificing more 
tha.n that. 


Security and other regulations 


lock the secret of allied casual- 
ties for ir.definite periods after 
operations and the cost in Amer- 
ican, British, French and allied 
lives in the great winter offen- 
sive, now in its 24th day, had not 
yet been disclosed. 


But a general rule of war is 


that assault costs more in blood 
than defense. 


Three Great Wedges 


The allied campaign, yet to 


reach its climax of fury, was shap- 
ing bit by bit into three great 
wedges, each forcing the Ger- j 
mans to throw -in thinning re- 
serves to block the roads to Ber- 
lin. 


Two American armies, the Ninth 


and Lt. Gen. Courtney Hodges' 
U. S. First Army, were hammer- 
ing' at three key towns along the 
roer line in the Rhineland—Lin- 
nich, Julich and Duren. 


The Third Army had drawn a

line along the. Saar in 


Germany and near the .southern 
frontier of the. Saarland, threat- 
ening not only that rich industrial

compared with the rage, of a native 
Brooklynite whose civic pride has 
been wounded. 


We can't say that we blame the

and Arizona" in a hospital, he was 
"less impressed by some of the 
mournful little Brooklyn boys ly- 
ing there in tears amidst the alien 
corn with nothing worse than a 
bullet wound in the leg or a frac- 
tured arm.'' 


It is a great pity, of course, that 


the "little Brooklyn 
boys" with 


their little wounds should have an- 
noyed Mr. Coward. It have been 
so much more effective, dramat- 
ically, to have had those arms and 
legs shot clean away. 


And yet Mr. Coward might have 


reflected that little 
boys 
from 


Brooklyn (even though they are 
not acceptable in his social cir- 
cles) have had some part in pre- 
serving the British 
Empire,

which Mr. Coward is the most suc- 
cessful literary drum-beater since 
Kipling. 


Thanks partly to them. Mr. Cow- 


ard may continue his career with
